Here is a 
little iliu8tration>— the boss used 
to get boys and girls just out of 
school but still attending contin* 
uation school (up to 16) and on 
the basis of their spending a 


haJf a d::y a wlsok In cohool he 
usod to pay thorn a wook. 

Thoy learned tho trado quickly 
and would do the same amount 
of work for ^10 as the men who 
got 530 would do. That put the 
trade almost entirety into juven- 
ile employment. 

Pi«c« Work SyolMm. 

Lately the bos* oonccl^fed the idea 
that ho would got mono out of tho 
workers by having them work piece- 
work. Then ho put two oontroctors 
in charge of the Jeb, with tho rooult 
that they got »e much os (60 to (70 
a week wblls tholr help got eoly (8 
to (16 s week.

Boys learning the trades of plumb- 
ing, •teom-fltiing, etc., ar« hired by 
ths bogs tor very low wogoa as he 
says he is providing them with tbe 
opporHmity to learn a trade, therefor* 
they ehcmld work for low wagee. 
Many young workers thinking they 
ore going to learn a trade, hire on, 
and do oil ths dirty work on ths job, 
such as dicslof dltchss, building scaf- 
folds, (uuTylDg heavy pipes, and lug- 
ging radiators. When the job !■ fln- 
ishsd, these young worker* uuauolly 
And themselves laid off, and compel- 
led to look for another Job, In order to 
begin to learn thair trade ol lover 
again. 


Yet ih* union takes no noUcs of 
them. Altho tho unions advocate the 
wearing of union-made clothing, uelng 
of union made gloves, smoking of 
union-mode tobacco, still the working 
with uDdrrp.ald unorganised young 
workers a* helpers arouses ao oom- 
mcnl. 

Ws appeal to all trades unlohiits

The 
average wages of a young shoo 
worker are to $10. They work 
60 hours a week. 

Both the reactionary ofTTciAls 
and tho manufacturers work In 
co-operation to slash down the 
wages of the shoe workers. Cuts 
take place every month. It 
seems that. the reactionary ofll- 


clals are working under the slo- 
gan of: Taxation without rep- 
resentation. “Pay your dues, 
accept our cuts, don’t come to 
meotlngB,’’ that’a what they 
want hut wo fool them and tho 
progressives are gaining 
strength.

olghleon Uiohea deep. The bosses 
won't put pumps In to drain it out. 
This water and mud and the general 
damp and musty air I* what rausee all 
Iho miners,* young and old, having bad 
rheumatism and swelled joints, go bad 
sometimes that they hava to stay 
home tor weeks tn bed. 

Where there it a miner worklngiln 
a place which la not steep and the 
car won't run down to the drivers' 
road Itself they have to haul It out. 
They have to go anywhere there la a 
car, safe or dangerous don’t matter. 
Tlielr wages depends on what com- 
pany ono works for, as different raiee 
aro paid. They ore paid by tbe 
number of mules theyTlrlve. For ex- 
ample. one section is more steep than 
another, which means a bigger team 
to haul tbe cars. The place* which 
are level takes fewer mulee. The 
teams are from one to four and five 
miles, harnessed single file. It In 
much harder to drive a long team. 
The rai^s aro about 26 cents more for 
* mule. Their wages range from 14.25 
up i(j We will tell you later on 

how the uoss ptille his crooked stuff 
with these double teams of mulee. In 
iheHO grades aud pilches driving Is 
very dangerous. More drivers are 
hurt in the mines than any other kind 
of work. 

Nippsrw and Ooorboys, 

Then there aro the nippers and 
door)K>ys. Tholr pay and conditions 
ero much worse. These boys, who 
aro very young, arc always picked out 
by the bos* as particular object! of 
discrimination and robbery. Doors 
and bulkheads are built in tbe mines 
I'tong Uxa roads. These doors serve to 
keep the air coming from the fan* 
btndgbt and twmed Into dUIoreni eeo-

lions of the mine. The doors keep 
the air in. Then tho motors which 
take tho coal to ihe^ outside shaft from 
the drivers’ road go at a high rate of 
speed and cannot stop to open these 
door* ami throw the different swllcho*. 
Boys are then hired to watch for the 
motor coming and have the door* 
opened wide an.l the right ewUchee 
thrown so the motor can speed on to 
tho outside without stopping. These 
nippers and vtoorboys sit all day In 
line with the air current and dare not 
leave their post or maybe a motor 
would come around a comer and 
crash thru the door or jump the track 
beoauM thg awttoh waf Boi throwm. 


^and this would mean the motorman 
and brakeman on the motori would be 
killed. 

It Is very cold In the air current, but 
they dare not leave. This ie supposed 
to be a light job, a* only young boy* 
and old miners who can no longer do 
bard work are employed at this. But 
it Is a very tad Job. These doorboy* 
and Dippers are paid from (2.77 to 
(3.06 a day. 

Boeeee* TrleKe. 

The boie plays tricks like this: He 
will hire a young miner to drive a 
two-head team of mulee for the rate 
specified and then mm drive a 
thraa or Cour^aad «ooa por tho aama 


pay as If he w..re driving a two-h«ad 
t(-am. Nippers and doorboyi are hired 
to do this kind of work, but are &a- 
slguf'd to driving mules for nipper pay. 
Thorj both nipper and drivers are 
many timos put on men's joba and 
still get their boys' pay. This treap 
ment Is very common tn the mines. 
We will write later on what the unloh 
doee when we go to the meetinga to 
raise a grievance to have the coni»U- 
ten take up with the boss the eaaa* of 
dlecrlmiusilon. 

Runners and Epragger*. 

Then there are the "runner*'* and 
’’spragger*.'' Their job It very dan- 
gerous. Jn these mines the vein* are 
not level, but usually on a deep grada 
or "plirh" upward. The loaders work 
In these rooms at the top of the 
’’pitch." The cars they load must be 
dropped to the drivers' road below, 
who In turn collects them and hauls 
the cars to the main road to the mo- 
tor*. The job of ths runner Is to 
to the top of the grade after the car 
and drop It to the bottom. He firat 
blocks and sprags the rear whesli and 
start* U downward.

amongst the nnorganlted workers 
With Pasaalo In mind as the Drat 
serloua effort to unionise the unorgan- 
ised textile workers, the steel corpo- 
ration Is fearful lest the sentiment de- 
velop amongst the unorganised eteel 
workers.

That doesn't mean that we should 
not have etraet nuclei. On tbo con- 
trary. sxperienos has proved thzA tor 
certain elements In our Leagus, it is 
necassary to have this form of organ- 
liatioD. An«l ws must not be formal. 

As to the . preeoDt functioning of 
the concentration groups — this is not 
yet perfect; there ore defects which 
must be studied and corrected. We 
have not paid suffiolent attention Vo 
the experiences of our organisation, 
it is a mistake. There ore many 
questions which muat be discussed 
and leaaona drawn from tham. For 
example, we haven't learned how to 
draw our membsrahlp into actual ac- 
tivity. Committees, sub-committees 
function laolated. and very often do 
not understand that decisions have to 
be brought to the membership (or tbe 
purpose of mobolislng this member- 
ship for activity along tbe line of 
these decisions and sometimes they 
don't know bow to do that. 

At the some time, we have the task 
of developing the Inltiatlre and func 
tlonlng of these committees. No 
single campaign will be sucoemful 
without this. We haven't utilised (be 
experiences of section committees, we 
baven'L for example, paid enough at- 
iesktlM t® tuok 


headquarters, which is a vary Impor- 
tant one. Tho quastion of proper dis- 
tribution of work is vary vitoL We 
have many oomro:Saa who have tnzz 
tan to twenty dutlae and srho tharo- 
fore mutt rush from one moating to 
another, with the result: paper activ- 
ity. They cannot do work outside of 
the organization. In the meantime, 
we don't pay enough atU'g'wlon to the 
queotlon fit developing oomradea and 
pushing new elcmante forward. 

I N connection wRb this, wa bar® the 
queatton of how to oomblne the 
Party and League work. In aome dla- 
tricta, as for example, Pittoburgb, It 
Is a painful question. We hevant 
paid enough ottanlioo to the problem 
of organizational approach to tho 
young workers. We have dlacucsad 
this from time to time, In oonnsctkms 
with various filed® of our activity, 
luch 04 sport®, etc. But it 1® thne to 
take this Quaation up more completely 
and more concretely, o® tk® bosl® U 
experience. 

These are only a few remark# on 
the problems involved in the question 
of tbe reorganisation and functlona of 
oor League. We must b® very careful 
and ®Urt to study our experiences. 
Th® coming Plenum of the N. B. C. 
will consider this probtom verjr sell* 
'•nsly. 
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EAST OHIO CONFERENCE 
JT’HE East Ohio conference of 
'*■ yocng vorkers Ir a great 
CTsmt in the Btruggle of tho 
young workcra of this country.. 

It la also a very Important 
ctep In the development of tho 
Young Workers (Communist) 
League. 

Its importance Is not so much 
In the practical achlevementfl 
(altho those are not bad. 75 
fiabserfoers to the Young Work- 
er, concrete demands adopted 
by the conference, which proves 
that tho league is becoming the 
loader In the economic struggles 
of the youth, gaining In&uence 
among tho young and adult 
miners In this Bection, new 
league units formed, experience 
gained, etc.) as In its real at- 
tempt to enter in the masaes« to 
Etart maRH actl\ity. 

Our league in the past was a 
coIlecOon of more or leas isolat- 
ed units, Isolated not only from 
the maAses of^ young workers, 
but often from each other. Wo 
had resolutions about mass 
work. In some places, we have 
made some attempts, but they 
were spasmodic, Journallotlo — 
there was no peralstent, insist- 
ent activity without loud noise, 
without a half hour’s onthusl- 
lurro and then — Indifference or 
negligence. Wo must' acknowi- 
edge this experience and not 
forget that this conference is 
dnly **tho beginning of the be- 
ginning.” 

Tho importance of this con- 
ference alau la in tho fact that 
wo have started tho work 
among tho youth in tho basic in- 
<luHtrlos. Wo must remember 
that tho hundreds of thousands 
of young’ workers In theso in- 
dustries are unorganized. Wo 
haven't touchod them as yet. 

Tho mining industry is espe- 
cially Important for us how'^ HIg 
unemployment, over production. 
imp\idcnt attacks of the bosscR 
on the conditions of the miners, 
wages, hours, etc., after the at- 
tack on tile anthracite workers, 
tho bosses are now turning to 
the bituminous coal fields. The 
nation In East Ohio proves 
tills. The bosses continue their 
attempt to smash the union. 
The future of the minors ap- 
pears as a gloomy one. 

The first step In the solution 
of this situation is to organize 
tho miners, organize and 
strengthen the miners, organize 
■and strengthen the miners’ un- 
ions all over tlio country and to 
create a united front against 
the bosses. The situation in the 
mining industry explains to us 
why so many (comparatively 
speaking) revolutionary young 
miners are in our ranks and why 
we must pay especial attention 
to them. 

The ('onference is only the be- 
ginning, of our mass work; de- 
veloping class cons^'lotisness of 
(be young workers and organiz- 
ing them f«ir tho struggle 
against the bosses. 

Wo have made soEio mistakes 
it is unavoidable. But not- 
withstanding th(‘so mistakes, we 
have taken a big smp forward. 

Ill conclusion, we want to 
qutrtc the following senteners 
ifrom the letters of four young 
minors written to the S'oung 
Worker, (printed In this Issue). 
M'hese four young workers are 
not meniliors of the Young 
Workers (ronummist) Longue 
and hav«‘ never had . contact 
with our movement of our or- 
ganization: 

”We have read your pjvter a 
few times and see where you 
print stories about young work- 
ers* conditions nil over. We have 
decided to write to you about 
the work in the mines here.” 

We are satisfied. It is only 
the beginning. \Ve have all rea- 
Koiifi to he optimistic: we have 
a very hard job before us and 
the future will demand from 
iis much sacrifice, but we will 
go persistenty and courageously 
forward. We will organize the 
working youth: wc will develop 
class consciousness, of voung 
workers. We will bring them to 
the final fight for the overthrow 
of the power of the bosses and 
to establish Comniunlsm.

they could get off the Island. It 
is a fact that the whole Ameri- 
can army would desert If they 
were treated in the same man- 
ner In posts on tho mainland. 

Frarriisd on Bootiej Charges. 

For Instance, there la the case 
of the men (countless numbers 
of them) who were framed on 
bootleg charges. Marked money 
s put into tho poBscn&ion of the 
suspected man without Llo 
'cnowledge of tho fact that it Is 
marked. 1 have seen sworn 
stalemonts to the effect t^at a 
certain olBcer had defaced sil- 
ver dollxkjrfl for the solo purpose 
of getting a sufipected man. Yet 
it is supposed to take an act of 
congreas to change the appear- 
ance of our currency. Tho sil- 
ver dollars In question were 
marked by obliterating the "o" 
In God, where the slogan ‘Tn 
God wo trust” is. marked. Tho 
man suspected proved by four 
wltnesHcs that he hod no liquor 
in his possession at tho time, yet 
tho man who handed him (ho 
marked money was ablo to con- 
vict him by hhi testimony alone. 

Mutt Pay For Uniform. 

Then there is the case of the 
man- who is ordered to purchase 
a tailor-made uniform. He re- 
fuses on the ground that the U. 
S. is supposed to provide him 
with food, shelter and clothing. 
He claims, and rightly, that if 
the U. S. wants him to wear 
tailor-made uniforms, they 
should be provided by the gov- 
ernment Yet he buyv the uni- 
form. 

He receives a “direct ordpr” 
to purchase the uniform anq is 
told that the guard-house is 
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waiting for those who disobey 
■ lirect orders. Tho new recruit 
falls for this line an(|_^does pur- 
chase tho uniform, but there are 
some few, ’tls true, who have 
contested tliq legality success- 
fully, These last are older men 
who have become bolter Inforin- 
e<l os to their . rights, oven In 
the uriny. The reason for tiie 
Jack of daring ones is the fad 
that, a court-martial will uphold 
an ofllcer against a private un- 
der almost any conditions. 

Private Stabbed by Officer. 

To prpve the last Btafoment I 
need but mention tho following 
case: A prl.snncr was walking 

along tho side of the stre»'t in- 
side the quadrangle, on the left 
side, which l.s the rule in the 
post. An ofTlccr marching at 
the left front of a coinmn of sol- 
diers was rapidly overt aking 
him. As he drew nearer he 
shouted to tho prisoner to move 
out of the way, but because of 


the noise of the many marching 
feet, his voice was drowned be- 
fore the prisoner heard him. 
Tho ofTlcer called again, with 
the same result. For a third 
time lie called with out the pris- 
oMcr making the desired move. 
Tlie ofRccr was within striking 
distance by this time and he 
dropped tho point of his sabre 
Into line with tho prisoner’s 
back and lunged forwunl. 

The result w^ts an inch deen 
wound between the sliouldcr 
blades. Tile ofhcer was brot up 
for trial but the ])risouer. who 
had a short time to be in tho 
gu.ard houso before bis release 
and rc-lnstatement, did not daro 
to appear against him. The re- 
sult of the trial was not niade 
public and the whole affair was 
hushed up. 

Framing Soldiers. 

Tile ineMiods used for fram- 
ing the soldier is simplicity it- 
self. Tlie defendant la brot be- 


fore an “investigating ofhrer," 
so-called.’ The cliarges are read 
to him and lie is asked if be 
has any statement to make. If 
there arc wllnesBes to appear 
against him the ’‘Investigating 
ofTlcer” llsten.s trt tho evidence 
wlilch is prepared in advance 
then asks if there 1 b to be any 
(TOSH examination. .The ques- 
tions must flret be nsknU of the 
''Investigating ofllcer” who in 
turn asks them of tbe wllness- 
os, tln'rel)y giving him a chance 
lo form Ills answ('r in advance. 
There Is no chance for a direct 
cross extmiinai Ion. 

It Is just conditiotiH of this 
nature which l^s driving the 
wr)rker and farmer soldiers In 
the r. S. army towards class 
consriousnesa. Tho soldiers, 
sailors and marines will Imve to 
(levcloj) to the iiolni where they 
will organize Ihemscdvcs to fifiitt 
against all such inJusticeH.
